LETTER FROM SOLEOAD. 


P h i z a n o , L os A n g e le s County, 1 
October, 17th, 1873. 
J 
E d it o r 
H e r a l d :— Phizano is 
a 
new name for “Soledad.” There being 
two places already in the State by the 
latter name, it became necessary to 
seek a new one for this. It owes its 
paternity to Brice Grimes, of Ven­ 
tura, and is located in “Soledad Pass” 
12 miles from its commencement at 
the Desert, and 9 miles from its ter­ 
mination at Lang’s. 
W here 1‘tiiz im o Is. 
It is in Los Angeles county 57 miles 
from Los Angeles by wagon road, and 
05 from Ventura. 
This “Pass” forms 
the easiest route of communication 
between the Desert and the coast. 
All 
the Cerro Gordo 
teams now pass 
through it on their way from the 
mines to Los Angeles, 
'fhere are no 
objectionable hills to overcome, and 
only occasional sandy places in the 
dry river bed, that prove troublesome 
at all. 
Very little timber is found in 
the immediate pass, but the arroyos 
that lead in from behind mountain 
«peers, are said to be furnished with 
pine of good quality, rows of which 
can be seen, also, on the crests of the 
mountains. The mountains are gener­ 
ally composed of granite, which in 
nniny instances has decayed to such 
an extent as to furnish soil sufficient 
to cover them deeply in places, often 
to their very tops. 
Considerable clay 
is mingled with this soil, and sage, 
grease wood, and sometimes cedar 
take 
root 
and grow 
in scattered 
bunches clear up to their summits. 
“Mount Gleason” is the highest point. 
It is 6,700 feet above the sea, ami 4,300 
feet above the Phizano. There is 
A N tre n m o f F in e W a te r 
Issuing from springs above, and at 
this point, that supplies most of the 
pass below. 
Around these springs is 
a beautiful cienega with trees and 
vines, so rarely found in this climate, 
that the day is not distant when it w ill 
he sought by invalids, whose enerva­ 
ted systems fail to receive benefit from 
the moist atmosphere of the coast. 
Fogs seldom reach here—but they 
sometimes rest on the top of Mount 
Gleason or scud along the whole range, 
growing thinner and lighter as they 
pass on toward the desert. 
Average 
mean temperature for September 71° 
—first halt of October 68°. Prevailing 
winds from the west. 
No rain—first 
frost on the morning of the 15th inst. 
T h e T o w n o f P h la a n o . 
This is but a small town yet, not 
more than 15 buildings in all, many 
of which are unoccupied. 
A few 
years since there was great excite­ 
ment about mines near here, and a 
miner’s town of about 1,000 inhabit­ 
ants sprung into existence under the 
magic influence of gold ami silver. 
A few fragments of chimneys, and a 
rank growtli of weeds, are all that 
mark the site of “Kavena.” Two idle 
iiuartz m ills.in good repair, are still 
standing a short distance below, but 
the pass so recently alive with active 
business, 1ms lapseil into a state of re­ 
pose und silence so profound, that it 
may justly cling to its appropriate 
name of “Soledad Pass.” 
The only 
variation consists in the travel through 
it, not from industries of its own. 
Feeling an interest in your new paper 
which really rivals those of our old­ 
est cities, I have spent an hour in giv­ 
ing you a practical description of a 
portion of your county, which may 
Le new to some of your readers.

Vineyards. 


The present success and prosperous 
development of the grape growing bu­ 
siness in California, are of great im ­ 
portance to the people of this State, 
and to the nation at large. 
In other 
countries, where the vine is extensive­ 
ly cultivated, an average crop insures 
prosperity. 
Not so, however, in Cali­ 
fornia. There, where a plenteous vint­ 
age is the rule and not the exception, 
the business languishes, and the labor­ 
er is unrewarded. For this there must 
be a cause, and this cause should be 
removed. 
Under the existing laws concerning 
stills, and the making of spirits, the 
extensive cultivation of the grape can­ 
not prove .remunerative. 
The great 
bulk of the grape crop must be con­ 
verted into wine or brandy. It cannot 
be converted into food for mankind, or 
fed to animals and changed into meat. 
Wine will not become a popular 
beverage, unless it be good ancl cheap. 
Good wine cannot be made and sold at 
a low price, unless the inferior grapes, 
the pomice, the lees and bad wines of 
the vintage can be profitably convert­ 
ed into brandy. 
There is no sound reason why the 
same tax should he assessed upon a 
gallon of grape brandy made, as it is, 
out of materials that have no value, 
and which cannot be made to answer 
any other beneficial purpose, as is as­ 
sessed upon a gallon of grain spirits, 
which is made out of materials that 
are valuable, and the conversion of 
which into spirits, tends directly to in­ 
crease the price of bread and meal 
throughout the country. 
Let the grape growers of California 
make one united prayer to Congress 
for the removal of the tax upon grape 
brandy, and if successful, they may 
not be forced to root up their vines and 
devote their vineyard land to other 
purposes. 
If Congress desires the cultivation 
of the grape for wine-making purposes, 
it must abolish the tax upon grape 
brandy, or its desires will not be real­ 
ized.

Trial by J u ry. 
The question of the advisability of 
trial by Jury has long occupied the at­ 
tention of eminent jurists. It is a fact 
beyond contradiction that trials by 
jury have more often defeated the ends 
of justice than they have aided them. 
Especially in the United States is this 
the case, and more particularly in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Disguise it as best it may be, 
juries are influenced, “ seen” and 
bought every day. It is not a pleas­ 
ant picture, yet a true one. Many a 
man on his oath, which he would scorn 
' 
% 
in other matters to diregard, holds 
himself up to public derision on ac­ 
count of the verdicts he acquiesces in. 
Laura Fairs are acquitted; Stokes is 
dragging slowly but surely toward 
liberation; the law becomes a farce, 
and the most solemn words of a con­ 
scientious Judge a mockery in their 
practical effect. Good men are chal­ 
lenged and bad men allowed to decide. 
Money is openly spoken of as a bar to 
justice. Men say, “Oh, there is no 
doubt that he committed the murder, 
but he has got money; lie will get off’.” 
Can a more disgraceful state of things 
exist than this? The United States 
teem with corrupt corporations, rail­ 
road schemes, and even corrupt city 
councils; but at least her juries should 
be clean. Juries are packed, and men 
allowed to serve on them who have pri­ 
vate reasons for being influenced out­ 
side of the evidence. It may be a bold 
idea, but it is not any the less a true 
one, that were criminals tried before 
three puisne Judges, whose judicial 
knowledge had raised them to the 
highest position the States can confer, 
crime would be better checked and 
criminals better punished. W ith the 
abolition of juries, a disgraceful sys­ 
tem of chicanery and corruption would 
cease, and better days dawn in the fu­ 
ture. 


Railroads and Vested Rights. 
The Chicago Post, October 13th, pre­ 
sents an editorial summary of a deci­ 
sion recently given by Judge McRob- 
erts of the Circuit Court in and for the 
town of Joliet, 111., in a case entitled 
the City of Joliet vs. the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, which is brimfull of interest. 
The town brought suit to enjoin the 
railway company from running their 
trains over the streets and public 
squares, 
l he railway company plead­ 
ed their franchise as giving them vest­ 
ed rights. The Court held: 1. That a 
railway company cannot have vested 
rights in a franchise, and that the rule 
in the famous Dartmouth College case 
is now obsolete, so far as this, that it 
does not apply to railway corpora­ 
tions. 
2. That there is no longer a 
question that the Legislature has 
the right to repeal the charter of the 
railroad corporation, and to put it out 
of existence whenever the public good 
requires such legislation. 
3. That a 
court of chancery has power to cause 
the track of the particular railroad to 
be removed. 
Of course this case will be taken to 
the Supreme Court of Illinois, and If 
judgment be affirmed there, it will 
hardly stop at that, but be taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, on the ground that a railway 
franchise does impart vested rights to 
a corporation as well as to a college, 
and that this judgment impairs the 
obligation of a contract, and therefore 
is in violation of the Constitution of 
the United States. The future course 
of the case will be most anxiously 
watched by all persons interested in 
the final determination of the import­ 
ant question involved. 


I t i s c u s t o m a r y in the annual re­ 
ports of the heads of departments to 
state that so much—generally from 
$5,000,000 to $7,000,000—has been ex- 
pened for Indian affairs; but the fact is 
that more than three-fifths of the army 
expenditures are on account of the In ­ 
dians. This year it has cost $16,000,000 
to keep up the W ar office, and the sum 
is increasing from year to year. Prob­ 
ably $30,000,000 of the amount is to be 
put to account of m aintaining troops 
in the field and in forts for the sole 
purpose of enforcing peace with, doing 
justice to and proectting Indian tribes 
against bad whites.

A full attendance was present yes­ 
terday at the opening. The assembly 
wa* called to order by Geo. 11. Pecic, 
who stated tlit* object of the meeting, 
to memorialize tlu* legislature to puss 
laws to save and distribute the water. 
General Btoneinan was made Chair­ 
man, and spoke a few brief sentences. 
He said iu* came to hear practical sug­ 
gestions from practical men from all 
parts of tlu* county. 
The question 
before (lie Convention was the most 
inportant, in which all are interested. 
The sooner it is settled the better for 
all concerned, for the settlement must 
obviate differences and difficulties in 
future. The longer it is postponed the 
greater the acrimony and the greater 
the number of neighborhood quarrels. 
Mr. |()iden was nominated Secreta­ 
ry, but declining, Mr. Feck was elected. 
The roll was called, and tiie follow­ 
ing answered to the call:

Silver—J. W. Venable. 
Governor Downey read ids views on 
the questions before the Convention. 
Mr. Peek then read a preamble and 
resolutions, which were considered. 
Wii f.h k a s, In our rivers and moun­ 
tain la k e s, Hiere isa large amount of 
watei "O utilized which, if properly 
develiqs !, would irrigate a large area, 
und th u s enhance the taxable value of 
our agricultural lands; und, whereas, 
Our mountains are pierced with nu­ 
merous und convenient cations, which 
it is believed may be dammed and 
used for reservoirs, and the river 
streams which sink, nuiy be saved by 
submerged dams or stone-lined ditch­ 
es made into river-beds and flowing 
thence into 
reservoirs, 
and 
from 
thence distributed over a large terito- 
ry; and, whereas, The existing agri­ 
cultural, riparian and common laud 
water-rights have been, 
are, and 
must continue to lie violently antago­ 
nistic, and provocative of constant 
litigations, personal 
and neighbor­ 
hood quarrels, all of which must be 
exaggerated and aggravated w ith an 
increased population; and, whereas, 
The public are prevented from using a 
large portion of their own water by 
pretended claims of individuals, which 
is against public interest, the spirit of 
our institutions, and not to be tolera­ 
ted; and, whereas, The individual 
policy has never been, nor can ever 
be aide to properly manage this great 
question which is of State. 
ARTrt’LF. f. 
S ection 1.—That it is the positive 
duty of the State of California to pos­ 
sess and control all the water in the 
State, which may be used for irriga­ 
tion, except springs rising on private 
lands, witliout delay: and where ow­ 
nership of water is exercised to the 
public detriment, except in the case 
of springs rising on private lands, to 
provide for denouncing and paying an 
equitable value for the same if not of 
national interest. 
S kc. 2.—Delegates appointed at mass 
convention held at Gallatin, Oct. 9th, 
187H, to consider means for developing 
and distributing the water of Los An­ 
geles county, for agricultural purposes; 
with the view of furnishing a basis for 
legislation during the coming winter, 
as follows, 
ARTIOLK IK 
S ku. 1,—That it is the duty of the 
State to supply able engineers to make 
a thorough examination of our rivers, 
cafions, etc., and report as to the fea­ 
sibility of introducing tlu* water sup­ 
ply and of storing tlu* same in reser­ 
voirs for future use. 
ARTICLE III. 
S ec. i—It is the duty of tlu* State to 
create a new department of govern­ 
ment to take cognizance of all matters 
pertaining to water development, and 
irrigation. Said department to con­ 
sist of— 
1. A State superintendent who shall 
be assisted by an Advisary Board of 
Engineers of 
civilians. 
2. One superintendent for each coun­ 
ty where irrigation is practiced. 
3. Three commissioners for each 
water district. The details of which 
are left to the legislature. 
S ec. 2. 
lainds irrigable by 
one 
stream and its tributaries, to consti­ 
tute not more than two districts, and 
when practicable not more than one. 
Sec. 3. 
W ater to lie sold in all 
cases, but irrigators to be priveleged 
to buy in proportion to tlu* acres to be 
cultivated in that water year. 
S ec. 4. Irrigation head to be de­ 
fined iu inches. 
S ec. 5. Present water laws to lie 
revised. 
Resolved, That properly existing 
water rights, iu tlu; contemplated 
change, should be respected. 
Resolved, That the attention of his 
Excellency the Governor, is especially 
called to urge upon the legislature the 
appointment of a special commission 
w ith power to visit all parts of the 
State to examine into tlu* above quest­ 
ions and to report at tiie present ses­ 
sion of the legislature at the earliest 
practicable moment. 
Resolved, That the advancement of 
the State of California in civilization 
and national prosperity, will greatly 
depend upon a proper system of water 
laws. 
Resolved, That a copy of the above 
be furnished his Excellency the Gov­ 
ernor, and the Honorable Members of 
the Assembly, and the Honrable Sen­ 
ators, with the request that they will 
urge legislation as above desired. 
Un the first resolution considerable 
discussion took place. 
Mr. W orkman 
thought it would conflict with tin* 
rights of Los Angeles; 
and with 
rights in water which had become 
vested. He was in favor of extend­ 
ing irrigation as far as possible. 
But Governor Downey in reply said 
the State already controlled the city 
in its distribution, und that was all 
the law desired Mould control. 
Mr. Grandon Mas in favor of legis- 
tion, but the convention ought to 
move slowly. There ure few men capa­ 
ble of framing a law that Mould act 
advantageously iu all cases. In many 
cases there is not M’ater for all, and 
wherever there is not water for all, 
it is folly to divide it, and make it 
valueless. 
To give it to tlu* State, 
he thought M as tlie next tiling to di­ 
viding. 
Secretary Peck said tiie section did 
not speak of distribution; but indivi­ 
duals can not handle water properly, 
and this resolution puts the business 
into tiie hands of the State. 
Mr. Venable thought there M as a 
latent meaning, which went further 
than this. The State already prescribes 
how individuals shall possess water. 
This latent meaning is to take away 
rights already grunted. 
Secretary 
Peck denied the latent meaning. In 
Spain everybody wanted water, and 
many individuals had possession of 
it. The State found that to have the 
water property administered, it must 


have control. But it was too late, it 
could not get it. 
Now California can 
get hold of -it, and she ought to get 
hold of it. 
Governor Downey said that under 
the existing State laws, water becomes 
property by possession, and the filing 
the claim. ’ rlh e owner can sell water 
a ta n immense figure. This is M’liat 
this lav1 will obviate. 
He thought 
the Legislators could not take away 
from a man a right to Mater, which he 
bus now in possession; but the State 
may pass laws to economize ami uti­ 
lize. 
No man should act the dog. 
Until the State possesses a general 
law, there will he no equality in the 
distribution of wuter. 
Mr. Venable agreed with Gov. Dow­ 
ney that more stringent laws were 
needed. W here once ten men thought 
they hud no Mater to spare, now one 
hundred men have water and to spare. 
They have found that those who had 
the least water hud the largest crops. 
We had over-valued the use of much 
water. W ith this understanding, he 
was in favor of tiie resolution. 
Mr. Higbie said there was an idea 
with some that taking the water inter­ 
feres with the rights of others. The 
government now owns the water and 
should distribute it as it seems best. 
If properly and evenly appropriated, 
it could furnish all 
In some places 
they wait until the middle of May 
and then all go for the water, instead 
of taking water earlier. Tiius there is 
a lack, which under better regulation 
would be supplied. 
Mr. Olden thought if any law M’as 
made, it should be made to operate on 
each water district separately. 
Flor­ 
ence, for instance, could get all the 
M’ater it needs from wells, and should 
not be taxed to supply ot hers. H e had 
no faith in government encourage­ 
ment. The May should be for every 
district to form joint stock companies. 
The public canals in Pennsylvania, for 
instance, cost three tim es what they 
should, and after they were built they 
did not pay expenses. They M’ere sold 
to private parties, after which they 
were a great source of profit. This is 
the difference between public and pri­ 
vate corporations. 
General Stonemau believed in the 
greatest good to the greatest number, 
and that the ends justifies the means, 
if the means are equal. 
He believed 
the State had the right to control the 
m ainstay of all its citizens. The reso­ 
lutions contemplate no details. These 
are left to the legislature. It may in­ 
corporate a company or in any other 
May economize water, but it must 
economize it. 
Mr. Grandon said the M’ay the M’ater 
business had been managed was a 
grab game, but lie did not wish to 
have it kept up. He only M’ished to 
prevent division, when tnis M’ould be 
injurious. The system of State irri­ 
gation is expensive. One M’h o irri­ 
gates a hundred acres would hardly 
get enough off it to pay for the Mater 
under this system. 
The State can 
pass a law regulating water, but it 
can’t pass one regulating the time 
M’hen a man shall use his water. 
The question was called on the reso­ 
lution, and carried. 
The next three 
M’ere passed without debate, and the 
balance referred to a committee con­ 
sisting of Gov. Downey, Messrs. Gor­ 
don, Howard, W orkman, and Olden, 
when the convention adjourned until 
2 I*. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Committee on Resolutions re­ 
ported, and their reported waB adopted. 
Mr. Venable thought that the appli­ 
cation of poM’er to machinery had been 
overloked in this discussion and reso- 
tions, and that fuller and quicker pow­ 
ers to condemn lands for canals, etc., 
should be acquired. 
Dr. Howard moved that a system of 
irrigation and taxation be devised by 
which land brought under irrigation 
should pay the major part of the ex­ 
pense of the same. He proposed the 
extra taxes, arising from the increased 
valuation, be devoted to this purpose, 
and that the county or State guaran­ 
tee the bonds of a company proposing 
to irrigate, said bonds to be paid by 
the increased taxation. This was em­ 
bodied in the form of a resolution, and 
passed. 
Mr. Higbie said the question of 
waste M’ater would come up before 
tiie convention and he desired instruc­ 
tion. 
Gen. Banning thought that an ar­ 
bitrary law ought to be passed enabl­ 
ing any one to take and use M ater go­ 
ing to M’aste M'herever it could be 
found, and th at laws to condemn the 
right of way for canals should be 
passed. 
On motion of Mr. HoM’ard it was 
Resolved, That a committee of five, 
Gen. Howard, Gen. McConnell, and 
Col. Smith, with the members of the 
legislature, and Mr. Peck as Secretary, 
be appointed to draft a legislative en­ 
actm ent to control water in Los An­ 
geles county. 
Gov. Downey, the temporary Presi­ 
dent, closed the assembly with a feM’ 
remarks about tiie great importance 
of the meeting. The adjournment is 
subject to the call of the Chairman of 
the Committee.
